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| STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 
An Englishman Gives His Ideas on the 


Subject—Wants a Big Drain, But No 
Macadamizing. 


7 Rewo, Jan. 1, 1881. 
Editor Gazette:—I have seen many 
complaints with regard to the state of 
the streets of the town, which every- 
one knows have been in a filthy con- 
dition this winter and most likely 
will be repaired this spriog. I lived 
in England many years, and never 
saw better streets and roads than they 
have there. If we had half a dozen 
of their old road men, they would fix 
up Reno in the following manner. 
They would sink a main drain, com- 
mencing against the hill on Virginia 
street, north of town, and take it to 
the river toemp‘ty. All other streets 
could have small drains to empty into 
the main drain, so far as convenient. 
This done, we want the streets graded 
so as to throw the water to the edge of 
the sidewalks, where it must be carried 
to the drain. I object to macadamiz- 
ing because it is extremely noisy, and 
to anyone sick it is an intolerable 
nuisance. Besides, it lames horses 
that run on it. Fifteen years ago 
they macadamized Broad street, Bir- 
mingham, England, but discontinued 
it on the above grounds, and it cost 
each resident when sick about ten 
dollars to put tan-bark trom the tan- 
nery on the street before his house. 
After.these objections, you will ask 
what I propose, and, if I am not right, 
it may draw out some better plans. 
We have an immense gravel hill about 
one mile west of town, the railway 
running to it. Put in a temporary 
switch at the foot of the gravel hill, 
and another at the end of Virginia 
street, where the gravel could be 
dumped for that part of the town, 
You can hire a few flat-cars and the 
use of 48 to run them up. They 
will come down grade themselves, 
with the use ofa brakeman. I make 
these suggestions because I think I 
will have the pleasure of seeing better 
proposals, Joszrn Warson. 


[Mr. Watson's objections to macada- 
mizing seem to be not well founded. 
The Birmingham street of which he 
speaks was probably paved with stone 
blocks, not macadamized. A macada- 
mized read, if well made, is smooth 
and hard. Wheels roll over it with 
but little jar. Macadam's method of 
road making may be briefly described 
as follows: A road bed is first made 
by dumping in stones to the depth of 
about a foot. Over this foundation a 
layer of breken stone, several inches 
thick, is evenly spread, and rolled. 
The stone used for the surface layer 
is broken into pieces not exceeding a 
certain size—they must not be too 
large to pass through a ring about an 
inch in diameter. After relling under 
a heavy pressure, the surface of a road 
thus treated becomes as smooth asa 
floor, and as hard as rock'can make it. 
Drains at the side carry off the water. 
All the great highways of England 
have been macadamized, and macada- 
mizing is popular in the United States. 
There are miles of streets so treated 
in Oakland, and where the work has 
been well done it never fails to give 
satisfaction. The expense of repairs 
for a macadamized road is but trifling. 
Such @ road, well made, will need 
scarcely any repairs for twenty years. 

Air. Watson’s suggestion to put 
gravel on the streets hardly meets the 
want. Pebbles, or gravel, sink into 
the ground so fast that they must be 
constantly renewed, and, at best, are 
of little service. In regard to drain- 
age, chere is no present need of such a 
costly drain as he advocates. Surface 
drains, properly constructed and kept 
inorder, would keep Virginia street 
and Commercial Row, if macadawiz- 
ed, nearly free from mud. There is 
urgent necessity for the surface drain- 
age of Virginia street. The stagnant 
pools on that street are a disgrace to

OFFICIAL PEDESTRIANISM. 
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The Operation of the New Salary Law 
~—Sheriff Walker Starts for a Seven- 
teen-Mile Tramp After a Witness. 


The Salary Bill is now in operation, 
and our county officers are hereafter 
to be reimbursed under its provisions 
for their labors in behalf of the public. 
There are signa of an active “bucking” 
from officials throughout the State. 
Washoe county has the first instance 
of trouble under the new law. 

The Grand Jury in session this 
moroing desired the evidence of I.. R. 
Holcombe in the case of Tharp, the 
sheep thief. An attachment was is- 
sued for the body of the defaulting 
witness, and Sheriff Walker was or- 
dered te serve it. Holcombe lives 
about seventeen miles east of Reno. 
The Sheriff reflected that to hire a 
team to make the trip) would cost at 
least $10. As his salary under the 
new law is only $8 33 a day, he reas- 
oned that be could not afford to hire 8 
horse. The Salary Act allows him 
nothing for traveling expenses. He 
therefore decided to start out on foot 
to secure the witness. A GAZETTE re- 
porter found him making prepara- 
tions for departure. The Sheriff pro- 
posed taking a pair of blankets with 
him, and-to sleep in the sagebrush on 
the way to Holcombe's, which he 
hoped to reach early to-morrow morn- 
ing. After a tew bours’ rest he would 
start back with the witness. Hol- 
combe weighs about 200 pounds, and 
might refuse or be unable to walk; but 
the Sheriff, being strong and active, 
thought he could pack his man at the 
rate of at least amile an hour. He 
confidently expected to get back in 
Reno some time to-morrow night, and 
to lay the body of Holcombe before 
the Court on the following morning. 
Holcombe might possibly die on the 
way up from exposure and rough 
handling, but his body would be 
brought to the Grand Jury just the 
same. The return of the Sheriff will 
be looked for with interest by the 
Grand Jury, who may have to wait 
for the evidence of Holcombe, but 
wait, of conrse, at the expense of the 
county. 

The County Assessor's deputies, as 
well as the Sheriff, will be likely to 
get plenty of exercise under the new 
Salary bill. The Act allows the 
Assessor's deputy $4 per day, but 
nothing for expenses. If the Assessor 
sends a deputy into Roop to appraise 
the property in that section, said dep- 
uty will have to go on foot. If he 
went on horseback, his oon and the 
horse’s expenses would amount to $3 
per day, not allowing anything for 
horse hire or interest on capital invest- 
ed in the quadruped. 

In the Court room, the Clerk is 
obliged to demand payment in advance 
for entering every motion and order in 
any suit. No paper can legally be 
filed without a cash psyment of 75 
cents. The lawyers are obliged to 
make their own change, and must 
therefore be provided with plenty of 
silver, if they expect to make any 
impressien on the Court. 

The opinion is generally expressed 
that the Salary Bill needs considerable 
amendment.
